Since there is no physical transform to establish a practical application, a useful, concrete and tangible result appears to be 
lacking. It is noted that the "transformed result" in "re-transforming" step is NOT a useful, concrete and tangible result. It is noted the 
amended preamble of claim 1 recites a "method for perfonming a cryptographic algorithm". The "cryptographic algorithm" is merely a 
mathematical function. 

It is also noted that amended preamble of claim 1 "cryptographic algorithm" has not been given patentable weight because the 
recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a 
process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, 
instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and 
Kropa V. Roble, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

Therefore, claims 1-9 are clearly directed to a non-statutory process. 
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
